Ordinance Affecting 
“ Tenements. 


17 PER CENT. TAX PROPOSED. 

At to-morrow’s meeting of the 
Legislative Council the Colonial 
Secretary is to introduce a motion 
with regard to the percentage pay- 
able as rates “on any tenement 
assessed.” 

The proposal reads that “on and, 
from the date fixed by His Excel- 
lency the Governor for the coming 
into the effect of this resolution, 
the following percentage ahall be 
payable as rates, namely for any 
tenement assessed, 17 percent, 

Further provisions are that the 
rate shall be only 16 per cent, in 
the case of any tenement for the 
water supply of which from the 
Government waterworks the only 
provision made is a supply of un- 
filtered water. Where no provision 
is made for any supply of water 
from such waterworks the rate is 
further reduced to 15 per cent. 
Provision is considered to be made 
for a tenement, although it has not 
connection with the’ Government 
watermain or waterworks, if such 
tenement ig situated within 200 
yards from a Government water- 


cbt 
Uniform Rate? 


The ‘effect. of this revi- 
sion, it seems, is that the 
percentage payable for rates 
will become. uniform prac- 


tically throughout the Colony. Up 
to the present this has not beer 
so, assessed taxes in the City of 
Victoria, for example, being 17 
per cent, in Wong Nei-chong, 
Kwat Chun Lung, Ma Tau Wei, 
and Kowloon City’ ‘18 per cent, 
in Stanley 12% per cent., “with 
various other differences accord 
ing to districts. 


The actual assessment of 
tenement property value, is, 
of course, made yearly, and 


the present motion will mere- 
ly affect the amount = pay- 
able a3 rates on the existing as- 
sessments. The decision, it may 
be presumed, has been arrived at 
with a view to equalising the in- 
cident of taxation by rates, and 
may be considered a logical out- 
come of the continued develop- 
ment of outlying parts of the 
Colony. ‘ 
More Revenue? 

It would also appear that the 
new scale of rates, if approved, 
will mean a substantial increase 
in the Colony’s revenue. And it 
ja not unlikely that there will be 
some cogitation as to upon whom 
tha ultimate incidence will even- 
tually fall, it being laid down in 
the Ordinance that “these rates 
are chargeable on, and recoverable ; 
frum, the owners... . . ” 

Will the owners now pass on 
the increased rates to tenants?

The airmen 
had left Johannesburg in the 
morning on an air tour of the 
Union. A local storekeeper saw 
the machine crash in a sudden 
gale and found ‘Kidston’s visit-’ 
ing card on one of the bodies. 
His identity was afterwards con- 
firmed by the Potice. 

Only’ five weeks ago Comman- 
der Kidston flew from Britain to 
Cape Town in the record time of 
six and half days. In the Navy 
during the War and since as a 
racing motorist and airman he 
had many ‘remarkable escapes. 
Two years ago he was the sole 
survivor of the German Air 
Liner’s crash near Caterham.

The twenty-first annual ‘general : 


meeting of the Eastern Bank, 
Limited, was held in mail week, 
at 2 and 3, Crosby Square, Lon- 
don.. Mr. J. S. Haskell (chairman 
of the company) presided.. ~The 
secretary (Mr. R.. Carter) read the 
notice convening the mecting and- 
the report of the auditors.” 

The chairman said:—Gentlemen, 
owing to causes of which you are 
doubtless aware, the working pro- 
fils for the past year are not quite 
so' favourable _as- those you, have 
been accustomed to see during the 
past several years. The whole 
period under review was marked 
by a general depression, accen- 
tuated by a continual ‘drop in com: 
modity prices, while the resultant 
accumulation of stocks of all 
kinds made manufacturers, mer: 
chants, and dealers reluctant to 
enter upon commitments for fear 
of further recessions in values. 
The decline in commodity prices 
during 1929 was serious: that dur- 
ing 1930 was even more severe. 

Silver being the basis of ex 
change with China, its decline had 
a very -far-reaching effect in cons 
tracting trade with that country, 
To make matters worse import 
duties in China have again bee 
considerably raised, _ seriously 
affecting .the Lancashire piece 
goods trade. On the other hand, 
China is quietly and steadily de- 
veloping her manufactures of cot: 
ton ‘goods, and with cheap labour 
and a depreciated currency she, 
like Russia, is in a favourable 
position to export her goods to 
this country and capture a sub. 
stantial portion of our home mar. 
ket. 

Continental Competitors,’ 

Our competitors on the Contin. 
ent, particularly Russia, who {a 
ready. to sell anything she pro: 
duces at any price, continue to 
make further inroads upon both 
our home dnd our foreign markets, 
while-the Government is—it seeme 
confessedly—devoid of any policy 
to meet the situation beyond en: 
deavouring to arrive at agreement 
with our competitors whereby, in 
consideration of their undertaking 
not to increase their.tariffs, wo 
should impose no tariffs at all, 
and thus tie the hands of any 
future Government from dealing 
with this deplorable state of 
affairs, : 

The practical response on the 
part of many of our important 
competitors has been to raise their 
tariffs still! further. The political 
situation in India, coupled with 
frequent disturbances of the 
peace and the boycott. of British 
goods, has been another serious 
adverse factor. 

In the circumstances to which I 
have referred it is not surprising 
that we should have incurred 
some bad ‘debts in connection with 
our advances; our writing off for 
this purpose has thus been more 
than usual, 

The net profits amount to 
£116,693 188, 9d. We recommend 
the payment of a final dividend of 
5a. a share, less income-tax at 4s, 
1.803d. in the £, after allowing for 
relief from Indian taxation, which 
with the interim dividend of 4s. a 
share already pafd, will amount 
to 9 per cent. for the year.

£12,600,000 of the reduction of 
British imports into India. The 
contraction of trade as shown by 
the above-mentioned figures was 
attributable to the drop in prices 
which took place in regard to ‘n!t 
Indian exports, except tea, coupled 
with the boycott of British goods 
and the uncertainty of the poli- 
tical situation. 

This uncertainty in turn, alony 
with the agitation in favour of al- 
tering the rupee exchange from 
Iu, Gd. to1s. dd, led to remit. 
tances from India to other coun- 
tries, estimated at £30,000,000, 
thereby disorganising the finance: 
of the Government of India. 

The requirements of the Gov- 
crnment for home remittances for 
the year, as budgeted, were es> 
timated at £31,000,000, but they 
were unable to ‘purchase, except 
in the early part of the year,-and 
then only to the extent of .£5,395,- 
000. Further, owing to the great 
demand: for exchange, which the 
hanks could not satisfy on account 
of the diminution of exports and 
the flight from the rupee, the 
rupee fell to the lower gold point, 
end the Government was obliged 
to sell sterling to the extent of 
£5,725,000 at the reverse Council 
vate of 1s, 5-49/64d, : 

In these circumstances it has 
been exceedingly difficult for the 
tanks to. make any appreciable 
profit out of exchange. With a 
view to counteracting the ‘weak 
ness the Government had recourse 
to deflation of the currency, and 
issued large amounts of Treasury 
Bills, which naturally tightened 
up the money market. 

Position. at Home. 

Adverting to the situation at 
home, the constant drain of gold 
to France during the last few 
nionths.has been causing great 2n- 
xiety and unsettlement in the 
money market owing to apprehen- 
sions regarding a higher Bank 
rate and the maintenance of. the 
gold standard. The French dur- 
ing the period of depreciation of 
the frane accumulated large sums 
of sterling, and for one renagon or 
another they have for: some time 
rast been steadily withdrawing 
their funds, 

According to the figures pub- 
lished by the Board of Trade, the 
adverse balance of trade of this 
country ‘for’ 1930 “amounted ‘o 
£392,000,000, while, taking into 
account the estimated amounts of 
invisible exports, the favourable 
balance amounted to £39,000,000, 
against £138,000,000 for 1929. In 
order that this country should be 
able to retain and attract. gold ait 
is clear that the favourable bil- 
ance must be increased instead of 
being allowed to disappear, and to 
that end import duties must be 
imposed to check imports. 

Mr. Snowden’s intention to con- 
vert the 5 per cent. War Loan ‘to 
a 4 per cent, basis is very diffi- 
cult of fulfilment under present 
conditions. Even in normal cir- 
cumstances {t would be no easy 
task to convert so much aa 
£2,000,000,000, the approximate 
amount of the loan,  with- 
out offering an inducement 
to’ the bond holders.

There are precedents for a dif- 
ferentiation in taxation in ‘the 4 
per cent, Tax-Compounded War 
Loon recently redeemed, and, so 
far as foreigners and. residents 
ebroad are concerned, in Victory 
Bonds, Funding Loan, and the -5 
per cent. War Loan itself. It is 
true that these loans were. issued 


ly. the present situation conatitutes 
un emergency, greater indeed [In 
some respects than that which ob- 
tained during the War. 

If the scheme were carried ont 
at once, and import duties | on

All-Round Benefits. 

The remedy I suggest should ap- | 
peal to the workers, as no in-!

food would be involved, while the | 
necessity for a reduction {In wages | 
would be obviated. Their employ- 
ment would be protected by the 
duties on manufactured goods pro- } 
duced by cheap labour on the Con- | 
tinent and in. Asia; dumping of | 
merchandise from all quarters! 
would cease. The iron and steal | 
industries and the cotton and 
woollen trades, at present in a 
parlous condition, would be re- 
habllitated and more wage-earners 
would be employed. 

The country would benefit al} 
round; the duties would reduce 
‘wnemployment, help to rectify our 
gold position, and afford a 
medium of negotiation for prefer- 
ences with ‘the Dominions. 
Prompt. and energetic action ig 
urgently called for to deal with 
the present situation; a policy of 
drift can only lead to disaster. 
While it is true that a large part 
of ‘the present misfortunes is due 
to world causes, it must be recog- 
nised that each country, including 
our own, has its own particular 
difficulties in addition. 

It behoves us therefore to deal 
with our own particular difficul- 
ties 80 that, with our house in 
order, we may be able to take ad- 
vantege of the revival when It 
comes. Is it too Jate to hope that 
old shibboleths and party cries 
may be forgotten and that the 
Government may deal with the 
situation with an open mind, free 
from any bias towards obsolete 
and inapplicable theorles? 

Should there be a: further in- 
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morely temporary alleviation of 


crease in direct taxation or any 
other additions to the burdens of 
Industry, the solution of our diffi- 
culties would. become woll-nigh 
impossible; though from what Mr 
Snowden has stated at the Man- 
sion House we are led to hope 
that he will balance his Budgot 
without any such drastic mea- 
sures.

WEATHER VANES. 
QUEER DEVICES IN THE 
: WIND. 
Have you ever noticed the many 
currious weather-vanes on churches 
and other buildings? 
‘Like most customs, in our coun- 
try the idea of placing something 
high up in the air to show the 
direction of the wind ia a very old 
one. It sprang from the habit of 
fixing ornaments, called finials, on 


the tops of spires and turrets, such 
Va balls, crosses, figures, and 80 


“The first finial that was used for 
this purpose was in the form of 
a flag, hence the word “vane,” from 
.the Anglo-Saxon “fana,” a flag or 
pennon; and this is atill the most 
popular, _ But in the ninth century 
another shape came into use, for 
the Pope ordered cocks to be 
placed on churches to com- 
memorate the denial of Our Lord 
by St. Peter, and when these cocks 
were made to turn with the wind; 
they were. called weather-cocks. 
Old Vanes. . 

The first weather-vane ever 
known was an elaborate affair. -It 


named- Andronicus, in the year 100 
B.C., in the form of an. octagonal 
tawer, its eight sides carved with 
figures representing the principal 
winds, and upon its roof a brass 
triton or sea-god, with a rod {in its. 
hand, which swung on‘a pivot ag 
the wind blew.
